BALOON MILANO,

Left Milan and Traveled Over Mount
Blanc in Bafety.
| —

MILAN, Nov, 13 —Detalle of the
trip of the haloon Milano, which left
the grounds of the Internatlonal ex-
position lamt Bunduy and arrived st
Alx-lew-Bilns, after having traveled
over Mount Blane, have been recelved
here,

The Milano has a capaclty of 1000
cuble metres, The men an hoard were
Bignor Usuelll, a wurvivor of the eat-
astrophe to the balloon Reging Elena
In the Adriatie mea last wurmmer, and
Bignor Crespl.  The report recelved
in from the latter aronaut. The Ml-
lano had splendid weather from the
start and soon renched an altitude of
16,000 feet. ‘The balloon was travel-
Ing northwird over Mount Blane, and
as It progressed the alr grew colder
and colder, Below them the travel-
erm could see nothing exeept an exten-
slve fleld of snow, broken by sharp
penks, and dotted with frozen Alpine
lnkes,  The highest altitude reached
was 20,6000 feat, ‘The rarifled ntmos-
phere made It necessary for ths men
to reésort thelr supply of oxygen
to keep nlive, At one point of the
trip Bignor Usuelll suceumbed to the
nervous straln and burst Into tears,
On the other side of the mountain
the balloon descended gradually and
Innded safely at Alx-les-Balnes, A
diatance of 176 miles was coveref]
In three hours.

Conditions of the Black Man Very Bad
in New York.

NIEW YORK, Nov. 13.—At the
twelfth annual meeting and banquet
of the Colleglate elub last night, Will
inm J. Schieffelin, chalrman of the
committee for the general Improve-
ment of the Industrial conditions of
the negroes in New York, declared the
condition of the negro In this elty wae
bad and lkely to become worse, He
sald In part:

"In the north the tendency Is to treat
the negro with political equality, but
with social severity, The recent trou-
bles In the Bouth may he repeated
here Bome time. An example of the
way the negro 18 treated was afforded
on the Upper West Side a lttle while
ago. In that and similar cases, where
whites and negroes quarrel, the police
generally hit the negro,
